You will perhaps remember our correspondence 
in regard to Mr. Melnnes, the blind student at Oxford, whose 
parents live here, in Calgary. His Mother spoke to me 
the other day and sought my good offices in your direction 
or the purpose of seeing if some employment could not be 
secured for him in Canada. She is very anxious that he should 
return to Canada, sather than stay in the Cld Country. 


It appears from a letter she showed me that 
he has been doing some lecturing at various places in England, 
I do not know upon what subject) and that he has been very 
successful. Prom what you know of his qualifications, do 
you think there is any chance of anything being found for him? 
If I were more exactly informed ag to his speciality, I might 
see what coulda be done in this Province, because so far as 
University work is concerned, I suppose his Home Province 
ig perhaps under more obligation to look after him in his 
unfortunate disability, than Ontario would be. 


I suppose his ability to instruct is not nec- 
essarily confined to the instruction of the Blind. TI’ do 
not think we have any institution for the Blind in this Pro- 
vince although I think you have one in Ontario. His parents 
do not seem to be very accurately informed as to just what 
his special qualifications are and I would gather from what 
you said before,’ you perhaps know more about that than they do.
